Hey all - 

It sounds like the Governor’s “policy advisor on criminal justice” 
(who I’ve never met or heard of) put together a document - a 
comprehensive summary' - of feedback and concerns from 
numerous organizations, including APOA, PSEA, APDEA, CDVSA, 
ANDVSA, STARR, Victims for Justice, and more. Alter receiving 
all of that feedback, after months of teleconferences, roundtables, 
and Ihoughlful consideration of the data and research, she 
painstakingly compiled them into a document for the Governor’s 
review. 

Instead, what she really sent was a word-for-word copy of a 
document Gerard Asselin (President of APDEA) sent me over a 
month ago (at my request) to explain some changes they would 
like to the bill. Literally verbatim (see e-mail below). 

She has blatantly misrepresented her role and the origins of the 
document. What's most alarming is that the document is grossly 

inaccurate. A month ago (April 21 st — when the document was 
authored) it w r as significantly more relevant. Since then, many of 



the concerns have been resolved in SB 91 or explained in further 
detail to clear up misunderstandings. At the very least, Amanda 
should have updated Gerard’s document before forwarding it to 
the Governor of Alaska as “policy advice”. It s clear she has no 
compunction with back-dooring her own agenda.
